Color Important Factor 
in Hay. 

No. 1 hay must be of good color, 
color being the principal guide in 
judging quaiity for the market, Deal- 
ing with this subject Mr. W. R. White, 
Chief of the Feed Division of the Do- 
minion” Seed Branch, remarks that 
provided there is reasonable freedom 
from foreign material hay of any 
particular class that retains the larg- 
ost percentage of its natural green 
co.or grades highest and commands 
the best price.

The Preservation of Eggs. 
In 1923 and 1924 ao serics of experi- 
ments were conducted by the Poultry) 


Division of the Dominion Experjmen-' 
tal Farms in storing eggs for winter 
use. In his report for last year Mr. 
F. ©. Eiford, Pouttry Husbandman,' 


gives the result of these experiments. 
They covered the new process for 
preserving eggs known as “Guaran- 
ize.” The eggs were all stored in 
June and kept under ordinary cold 
storage conditions until! December.” 
Both before being put in and when 
taken out of storage, the eggs were 
graded by a government egg Inspec- 
tor. Tho “guaranize” process consists 
of dipping the eggs in a boiling sotu- 
tion of wax and oil. For the experi- 
ment two thirty-dozen cases of new 
laid eggs were used. The contents of 
one case were treated before being 
stored and the others were left in 
their natural state, Tables given in 
the report, which can be had free on 
application to the Publications 
Branch, Ottawa, indicate that there 
is an advantage in processing eggs for. 
storage purposes, Of the processed 
eggs graded as specials and extras’ 
last year 93 per cent. were graded as 
extras when taken out of storage. Of 
the non-processed 81 per cent. Fo 
graded. In 1923 the difference was 
not the same, but still a summary of 
the two years shows in favor of the 
processed. 


Cleaning Up the Orchard. | 


How much time and money is the 
fruit grower justified In spénding to 
clean out the grass and weeds around 
the trunks of his orchard trees? 

Well, that depends. In sections 
where apple borers are very trouble- 
some it may be a very important thing 
to do, since these pests are font of 
just such retreats. 

From the standpoint of soil condi- 
tions for the tree it probably does not 
make very much difference whether 
the grass is there or not, since the 
bulk of feeding roots are much far- 
ther from the tree.

Age of Boar for Service, 

The age at which a young boar 
may be first used depends largely up- 
on his development. Some boars may 
be used to a few sows when not more 
‘than seven months old without ap- 
parent injury. As a rule, it Is safer 
not to use a boar before he is eight 
months old, and to use him as apar- 
‘ugly 5 posable ey he js a year 
old. No hard and fast rule can be 
laid down, and the owner must use 
his judgment in the matter, Exces- 
sive use when young is likely to 
shorten the period of a boar’s use- 
fulness and since a boar will usually 
leave the best pigs after he reaches 
maturity, the importance of saying 
him while he is young, will be read- 
fly appreciated. Some good breeders 
will not allow more than one service 
@ day with intervals of one or two 
days a week without being used in 
the case of valuable boars. This is a 
matter which can be regulated better 
in large herds, where several stock 
boars are kept, than it can where 
only one boar is kept and where out- 
side sows are admitted. The owner 
of a boar under the last-named con- 
ditions will require to exercise all 
his ingenuity to prevent his boar from 
being used too freely during certain 
seasons of the year. In no case 
should more than one service to a 
sow be permitted, and the boar

Icy 
ground is the greatest drawback to 
this method, but this can be overcome 
by littering the walk with some 
strawy horse manure. Sometimes the 
boar can be fed In a well-littered 
barnyard, which makes a very good 
urrangement when practicable, 
Feeding the Service Boar. 

It requires good judgment to keep 
a boar in the best possible condition, 
Extremes are to be avoided, The 
over-fat boar does not make a satis- 
factory sire as a rule, and a half- 
Starved boar cannot transmit vigor 
and conatitution to his progeny, to 
the same degree that he would if 
Properly maanged. ‘To get the best 
results the boar should be in fair 
flesh, A reasonable amount of fat 
on his bones will do him no harm if 
he gets sufficient exercise, 

An exclusive meal ration will not 
give good results, especially if the 
ration is made up of corn, It is true 
that corn can be fed to a boar with- 
out injuring him, but it must be fed 
in the right way. Corn is fattening, 
but its exclusive use is debilitating, 
and the feeder must combine some- 
thing with it to get good results, 
Equal parts ground oats and wheat 
middlings make @ first-class meal ra- 
tion when corn iw not used. It gives 
suMficlent bulk, and is nutritious 
without being heating or too fatten.

ab’e material To make good jelly a 
fruit juice must have pectin, sugar, 
acid and ‘liquid in the correct propor- 
tions. The fruits which contain pec- 
tin in the greatest quantities are cur- 
rants, underripe raspberries, black- 
berries, grapes, quinces, crab apples 
and sour apples. 

But ripe grapes, raspberries, straw- 
berries, peaches, pears, cherries and 
rhubarb are more or less deficient in 
natural pectin or acid, or both, and 
the making of jelly from these juices 
by the usual household method is dis- 
iotrous. 

The addition of pectin, however, 
makes it possible to use them for de- 
Uicious jet‘ies. Elderberries and ripe

In young chicks the symptoms are | 
as follows: The chicks sit or stand 
in the same position, appetite dimin- |

ished, they are drowsy, listless, 
fled. and droepy. In some cases the | 
droppings may be stained with blood 
Birds under two months seldoim surt- 
vive a severe attack and, if they re- 
cover, are usually stunted. Older 
chickens have stronger resistance, 
more recover, but still the mortality 
is heavy. Droopiness, diarrhoea, de- 
jection, wattles and comb pale, three 
weeks of misery, a short period of 
coma’and then death are the more 
noticeable symptoms in older birds. 
The Post Mortent Appearances. 

In young chicks the ceca are filled 
with a bloody, semi-solid massa. In 
older birds the ceca are distended 
and contain a solid mass of a greyish 
color and cheesy consistency. The 
intestine may be inflamed ard the 
liver enlarged. 

Cause, 

The presence of a protozoan para~ 
site in the intestinal tract “Eimeria 
avium.” The disease is transmitted 
by means of feed, water and soil, It 
is especially present where chicks are 
brooding on the same ground year 
after year, and where a, second or 
third lot of chiéks are reared on the 
same ground the same year, Chicks 
brooded in moderate numbers on new 
ground for each brood and frequently 
changed to clean soil, or soil covered 
with a good sod, will rarely be 
affected with coccidiosis. Infection 
may be brought in by purchase of new 
birds, or it may be carried by pig- 
eons from infected yards. 
Treatment. 

For young birds, transfer to clean 
colony house located on fresh ground. 
Use alr-slaked lime on floor of house 
and also clean litter. Dose with Ep- 
som salts at the rate of one pound 
to 400 pounds of chicks, repeat this 
in four days. Reduce the grain 
ration and feed buttermilk. Bran

Horse’s Pulling Power. 


There can be no doubt that weight 
{s an important factor in the produc- 
tion of a horse that can pull a heavy 
,load. This has long been recognized 
in the United States, where for many 
|years draught horses, pure-bred and 
,commercial, have been sold by weight; 
and it*has recently been definitely 
proved by the Iowa dynamometer, a 
machine for measuring the pulling 
power of a horse. 

It has been abundantly shown that a 
pair of horses cannot exert a tractive 
pull greater than their own weight. A 
tractive pull is not merely the” pulling 
of a heavy load over a required dis- 
tance, but the maintenance of the pull 
required to start that load over a/dis- 
tance which js now fixed at 27% feet. 

Thus, the welght of a horse is un- 
doubtedly a limiting factor in what it 
can accomplish. Moreover, the fact 
that a horse can make a tractive pull 
of nine-tenths of its own weight is 
significant; and these two points, 
taken together, show thit breeding for 
weight in horses is no mere fad or 
“fancy point.”
